Harry Barnes dies; 
Press-Record editor 


Harry A. Barnes, 69, of O’Fallon, Ill. 
editor of the Granite City Press- 
Record, died at'8:50 p.m. Sunday, April 
18, 1982, after a long illness in which he 
had suffered several heart attacks. 

He died at Belleville Memorial 
Hospital, where hé was taken Thur- 


sday. 

Honored by the Illinois state Senate in 
February 1980 on his 5ist anniversary 
as a journalist, Mr. Barnes had been a 
member of the Press-Record news 
staff since June 1964. He was named 
managing editor in 1970 and editor in 
1980. 

Originally from Decatur, IIL, be 
began his newspaper career on the 
Decatur Review and also held news 
posts in East St. Louis and Belleville, 
including the position of city editor of 
the predecessor of the’ Metro-East 
Journal. 

In 1951, he became editor and 
publisher of The Progress, a weekly 
newspaper in Edgemont-West 
Belleville. He left that publication when 
he became associated with the Press- 
Record 18 years ago. 

His first wife, Leota, died Nov. 11, 
1964, after a lengthy illness. Their 


daughter is Mrs. Richard (Bonnie Lee) 
Lintzenich of Caseyville. 

He and his present wife, Esther, were 
the parents of six. children, Kevin 
Rennaux of O'Fallon, and Kris Ren+ 
naux residing at home, ‘Bonnie Lee

A lease agreement bet- 
ween the Illinois Department 
of Law Enforcement and 
Southern Ilinois University 
at Edwardsville for location 
of the Illinois State Police 
radio communications tower 
supporting District 11, has 
been approved by the SIU 
Board of Trustees:

Rash of art thefts at SIUE. 


A rash of art thefts has 
occurred on the Southern 
Illinois University at 
Edwardsville campus since 
the beginning of the year, 
according to Gerar Edizel, 
registrar for the Office of 
Cultural Arts and University 
Museums. 

Four pieces of art work 
have been confirmed as 
missing, with still more 
unaccounted for, Edizel said 
Among them is a 
calligraphic _ expressionist 
piece by Mark Tobey entitled 
“An Angle.” This work, from 
the SIUE Permanent 
Collection, is valued al $725. 
According to Edizel, it was 
hanging in an office area 
which is normally closed 
during the night. It has been 
missing since Jan. 13. 

A second piece, by 
Sigmund Abeles, entitled 
“Self Portrait with a Cap,”’ is 
missing from Lovejoy 
Library basement. It has 
recently begun to increase in 
value because Abeles has 
been reviewed favorably by 
art critics and has had his 
works published. Completed 
in 1979, Abeles' ‘'Self Por- 
trail’ probably doubled in 
value over the last three 
years, Edizel said. 

“Evidently, this thief who 
is systematically stealing 
the works knows art,” stated 
Edizel. He added that all the 
works thus far missing are 
consistently increasing in 
price. 

The third piece, by Will 


Petersen, was taken from 
the second floor of the 
University Center. Petersen 
is well-known contemporary 
printmaker. His “In the 
Woods, a Glow” is valued at 
$130. He, too, is gaining in 
recognition, Bdizel said. 

Also missing is @ 
lithograph by renowned 
Dutch artist Karel Appel, 
entitled ‘Head in Colorful 
Lanscape,” currently valued 
at around $800. According to 
Edizel, “His works have 
gained value alan incredible 
rate.” 

Due to the recent thefts, 
Edizel said he is having to 
take down all accessible art 
work on the SIUE campus. 
In total, about 200 works are 


scheduled to be taken down 
and will be refastened.on the 
“thief-proof 


device.” 

Edizel added, ‘This is the 
only university tomy 
knowledge in which valuable 
art work is displayed so 
generously. It’s too bad there 
are a few peo} 


from them.” 

Each of the missing works 
has been reported to the 
Museum Hotline so jas to 
frustrate the thief if an at 
tempt is made to resell the. 
works. Edizel said publicity 
through -the * hotline will 
make it easier” to” recover. 
stolen art. works.

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Activate nuclear 
monitoring network 


Governor James R. 
Thompson has announced 
that the nation’s first true 
remote monitoring system 
began transmitting signals 
to Springfield last week as 
part of a two-day emergency 
preparedness drill at the 
LaSalle nuclear power 
station. 

“This sophisticated 
electronic system now in 
place at LaSalle is the first of 
a series of such monitoring 
units scheduled to be in- 
stalled at all of Lilinois’ 
nuclear power plants,”’ 
Thompson said. ‘These 
devices, linked to the Illinois 
Department of Nuclear 
Safety’s computerized 
command center in the state 
capital via dedicated 
telephone lines, will enable 
the state to respond more 
quickly in the event of an 
actual incident at a nuclear 
facility.” 

IDNS Director Philip F. 
Gustafson switched on the $2 
million remote monitoring 
system last week at 
the agency’s Springfield 
headquarters, activating the 
communications devices 
which feed data on radiation 


readings to IDNS’ 
computers. 

House Speaker George 
Ryan of Kankakee and 
Representatie Ted Meyer of 
Chicago are sponsors of H.B. 
2496, an administration bill 
to provide fee increases to 
cover the costs of state 
nuclear safety programs, 
including IDNS plans to 
install RMS components at 
existing nuclear facilities at 
Zion, Dresden and Quad- 
cities (Moline) and at future 
nuclear plants at Clinton, 
Braidwood and Byron. 

At the LaSalle station, the 
RMS transmitted in- 
formation to Springfield 
while IDNS' emergency 
response team and other 
state, local and federal of- 
ficials participated in a drill 
involving a mock nuclear 
accident. The LaSalle plant 
is still under construction, 
and is not expected to begin 
operating until fall. 

A monitoring system 
similar to the one at LaSalle 
is now in place at the nuclear 
plant in Oyster Creek, N.J., 
but is a utility-owned system 
which is not plugged in to a 
state preparedness network.

‘Press-Record Springfield Bureau — For 
more than 10 years, supporters of judicial 
Teform in Illinois have been. attempting to 
get. a constitutional amendment on the 
ballot that would let voters decide if they 
want elected or appointed judges. 

< At every turn they have been stymied in 
‘their efforts, principally because of 
«reluctance on the part of lawmakers to 
‘cross political leaders who want a voice in 
Segiaing who runs for judicial office. 
"Now the question is before the General 
Assembly again. 

A amendment, similar to one 
rejected last year, would set up a merit 
selection system for the Supreme and 
Al ite Courts. 

ont justices and judges would be 
‘appointed, while voters in the 21 state 
circuits would decide in a referendum 
‘whether judges in their circuits would be 
‘appointed or continue to be elected. 
*“Many say there is no reason for the 
legislature to keep this issue from .the 
~yoters any longer. 
‘S Although we are not necessarily en- 
Saorsing the merits of the proposal itself, 
“ye do feel the electorate of this state — not 
“the General Assembly — probably has the 
“right to decide this important question. 
"), Basically, the amendment calls for the

To remove this concern, the Committee 
on Courts and Justice, the major force 
behind an appointed judiciary, is spon 
soring a change in the way non-lawyer 
members would be chosen. 

‘The governor would not get to appoint 
any members. 

‘Three would be chosen by the attorney 
general and three by the next highest 
elected official not of the same party as the 
attorney general in the following order: 
secetary of state, comptroller, treasurer, 
president of the Senate, speaker of the 
House of Representatives, and minority 
leader of the House. 

The five lawyer members would be 
chosen by balloting among lawyers in each 
district or circuit. 

‘One of the commendable aspects of the 
proposed amendment is that it gives 
circuits a choice between elected or ap- 
pointed judges. 

In any general election, voters would 
have the option of adopting merit selection 
or rejecting it. 

Even if they approve the appointive 
system, they could change their minds. 
‘After an eight-year interlude, another 
referendum could be held to terminate the 
merit selection process. 

Likewise, they could later vote again to 
return to appointed judges. 

It is understandable that in smaller 
circuits, where voters are well acquainted 
with judicial candidates, they might want 
to continue to elect their judges. But voters 
in large circuits who seldom even know 
who is running might opt for the appointive 
process. 

There does appear to be logic in the 
merit selection of Supreme Court justices 
and Appellate Court judges. 

‘Those courts are remote from the 
average voter, whois seldom familiar with 
the names of those running, let alone the 
qualifications or accomplishments of those. 
seeking election or retention. 


But regardless of whether lawmakers 
support merit selection, the real concert 
right now is that they not keep the issue off 
the ballot once again. The General 
Assembly has the power to put the 
amendment on the ballot this November, 
and let voters make the final decision.

Illinois teachers 
assail tuition tax 
credit proposal 


Robert Healey, president 
of the 45,000-member Illinois 
Federation of Teachers 
(IFT), promised Thursday 
an all-out fight against 
President Reagan's tuition 
tax credit proposal. 

Healey, who also serves as 
a vice-president of the 
Aerican Federation of 
Teachers, pledged the use of 
all the resources of the 
statewide teacher 
organization, in concert with 
the AFT, to defeat what he 
termed “another attack on 
public education."’ He 
asailed the plan as being 
morally and ethically wrong, 
unconstitutional and 
economically _ unworkable. 

‘According to Healey, “The 
plan, while it sounds modest 
to the average person, would 
cost the federal gbvernment 
one billion dollars the first 
year and more than five 
billion dollars annually by 
the third year. 

“This type of massive 
giveaway is unthinkable al a 
time when the federal 
government is facing 4 
deficit of more than $100 
billion this coming year, and 
the president is proposing 
major cuts in funding to 
public schools. 

“The president's proposal 
raises several questions,” 
Healey said. ‘‘How can Pres. 
Reagan cut billions of dollars 
from the public schools, 
which serve 90 percent of 
this country’s children and 
then turn around and offer 
those billions to private 
schools which serve only 10 
percent of the children? 

“How can the president be 
so insensitive to the needs of 
the vast majority of 
Americans? 

“The U.S. is funding public 
school students at $125 per 
child, with additional cuts 
proposed. 

“With tuition tax credits, 
the federal government 
would be funding private 
students at $157 per child in 
the first year and ata level of 
$557 per child by the third 
year,” he concluded. 

“Private schools, for the 
most part, do a good job. 
However, sending one’s 
children to these schools is a 
matter of choice and the 
burden of paying for private 
education, 90 percent of 
which is in religious schools, 
should not fall on the 
average taxpayer,” stated 
IFT Secretary-Treasurer 
Kenneth Drum. 

Healey and Drum both 
attacked the plan on the 
constitutional grounds that it 
would subsidize religious 
education and violate the 
concept of separation of

Madison public schools 
will conduct annual 
screening of 3, 4 and S-year- 
olds for kindergarten, April 
27, 28 and 29, it was an- 
nounced Thursday night at 
the Madison School Board 
meeting. 

‘Assistant Superintendent 
Wade James noted that 
children born in 1977 will be 
eligible to register for kin- 
dergarten. Children ages 3 
and 4 who need special 
services may enroll in the 
Early Childhood Program. 

To register a child for 
kindergarten, a parent must 
present the child’s birth 
certificate or some legal 
proof of birthdate, im- 
munization records and pay 
a $5 registration fee. 

The screening schedule 
will be: Blair School, 
‘Tuesday, April 27, from 1 to7 
p.m.; and Haaris School on 
Wednesday, April 28, from1 
until 4 p.m. and Thursday, 
April 29, from 1 to 7 p.m. 

“In order for us to provide 
the best possible service to 
the parent and child, we are 
asking that parents call the 
schools for appointments 
between 8 a.m. and 4 p.m. 
next week (beginning today 
through Friday),” James 
said.
